The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes. The image depicts a young girl sitting in a chair. Her 
legs are drawn up so that her heels are resting on the chair. The girl is looking directly 
at the camera. Her head is tilted to one side and she is smiling. The girl has clothing 
on her upper body but her lower body and legs are naked. The girl is using her fingers 
to splay her labia. 

The constructed pose in this publication highlights the girl’s genitals. This pose along 
with the girl’s smiling face encourages the view that there is an open sexual invitation 
from the girl and thereby legitimises sexual conduct with children.
